This estimate 
was given l»y Engineers Bassett and 
Owes last year, and ^ can probably be 
safely ralseo fifty per cent.

Rome One Object® to tbe Hhinlnc of 
Hhoe® ia tbe Truck-HonM.

The following letter wee received by 
the Township Committee on Monday af¬ 
ternoon : 

To the Honorable Township Committee of 
the Township of Bloomfield : 
Gentlemen: At tbe meeting of tbe 
Trades Assembly held on Sunday, tbe 
4th inst., a complaint was received from 
the Secretary of the Bootblack IT u ion to 
the effect that your honorable body was 
Intentionally or unintentionally Interfer¬ 
ing with the bootblack business In Bloom¬ 
field by furnishing free blacking and 
brushes placed at the disposal of all citi¬ 
zens la the Truok House lo your town, 
thereby depriving honest hard-working 
boys of a chance to make a living. 

We trust-you will do away with this 
practice and give the boys a chance to 
live. Yours respectfully,

Aa tbe document bears the date of 
Sunday It was thrown out as being il¬ 
legal. Tbe bootblacks whom it designed 
to aid are doubtless tbe numerous Ital¬ 
ian boys who flock here from Newark. 

Smith E. Perry says that the Commit¬ 
tee did just right lo Ignoring the docu¬ 
ment. Instead gA adopting raeaus to 
encourage Italian boys in coming here, 
Mr. Perry says the Committee should 
devise means to keep them out of town, 
as they are a nuisance on account of 
their thieving. 

Thomas J. Flaonary differs with Mr. 
Perry. .He says the Italians have as 
much right to live as the “niggers” or 
the “Irish,” and if they were not depriv¬ 
ed of their honest vocation they would 
not reeort to stealing. The fact that so 
many of the Italians vote the Democrat¬ 
ic ticket probably has much to do with 
Mr. Flannary’s view of the case. 

It is of course almost needless to 
state that the members of Essex Hook 
and Ladder Company deny that the tax¬ 
payers foot tbe bill for the Shoe-brushes 
and blacking used iu the Truck House. 
It is one of the luxuries with which the 
members provide themselves at their 
private expense. 

An Indignant men>l>ei of the company 
aald that tbe private affairs of Essex 
seem to give some busy-bodies a great 
deal of concern. “I suppose next we 
will have the saloon-keepers protesting 
to the Town Committee against our 
playing pool In our owu house, thereby 
interfering with the profits of the 
saloon tables,” he exclaimed. 

Another member said the document 
was no doubts hoax, originating with 
some member of the company with a 
purpose in view. This member said 
that there were memberi of tbe company 
who never blacked their shoes iu the 
Truok House, while there were other 
members who got their dally muscular 
exercise in that way at the expense of 
the whole company. It was probably 
intended as a hint to these latter in tbe 
Interest of economy.

Hal® of tbe T. M. C. IT. Building. •' 

The Young Men's Catholic Union have 
sold their building on Bloomfield Ave¬ 
nue to the Consolidated Pin Company, 
whose factory Is in the rear of It. It la 
aald to be the intention of the pin com¬ 
pany to open a street through the 
property leading from the avenue down 
to thslr factory. The price paid for the 
property was $3,000. 

Ths Young Men's Association t has 
obtained new headquarters by purchas¬ 
ing tbe old Catholic Church for which 
they paid $6,000. They are having it 
remodeled to suit their purposes. They 
will add a second story to twenty-five 
feet of the lront^osttyo of ttye biding. 
The t^p floor of this addition will be 
used ss a meeting room. Ths first floor 
will be divided Into two rooms, a read-, 
log and a billiard room. The balance of| 
tbs main edifice will be used ss ei 
gymnasium. It la ths intention to have 
bowling alleys put In the basement In 
the near future. Tbe congregation are 
well pleased that the old church edifice 
has been disposed of In this manner. It 
practically remains a portion of ths 
choroh property.

“Retributive justice must fulfil its 
destiny.'* “Base Ingratitude will not go 
unpunished." To those who believe 
that a Providence directs the political as 
well as tbe moral and spiritual affairs of 
men tbe above trite axioms are self- 
evident. The student discovers their 
frequent exemplification throughout tbe 
pages of history. The diligent reader 
of Gibbon, Hume, Motley, Macaulay, or 
the Bible is also impressed with another 
frequently recurring fact—that the nu¬ 
cleus around which history revolves 
is sopietlmes an event of the most 
trifling importance, and apparently dis¬ 
sociated of Itself with the future, and 
it Is only in years, after by a careful 
process of retrospection, that it is dis¬ 
covered to be the basis from which a 
long chain of historical events affecting 
the destinies of mankind ca^bertraced. 

Ths resent overwhelming defeat of 
the Republican party will be noted in 
history.

Tha Town Coinaalttaa Defir Aettaa 
the Ball Tawar Matter. 

The matter of leasing the bell and 
tower by the Township Committee from 
the Truck Company is still in suspense. 
The pecuniary responsibility for dam¬ 
ages resulting in tbe event of the fall of 
tbe tower still rests on the Truck Com¬ 
pany. It was taken for granted that 
tbe matter was definitely settled, and 
that all that remained to do waa the 
formal execution of the lease. Mr. Ray- 
ner, Chairman of the Fire Committee, 
presented the lease document for signa¬ 
ture at the meeting of the Town Com¬ 
mittee on Monday afternoon. It had 
been prepared after a conference be¬ 
tween the trustees of the Truok Com¬ 
pany and the Fire Committee, It con¬ 
tained a clause which placed on the 
township officials tfie responsibility 
which has been an issue for some time 
past. A discussion ensued over ths 
matter and waa opened by Mr. Stout, 
who said he did not know why tbe town 
should assume tbe responsibility that 
was being urged upon it. The tower 
was iepresented to be lo a very danger¬ 
ous condition. He asked what the ef¬ 
fect would be of removing tbe element 
of danger by abandoning the use of the 
tower. 

Mr. Rayner in reply said It would de¬ 
prive the Fire Department of the use of 
the fire-bell. 

Mr. Stout asked what effect it would 
have on tbe steam-whistle, and this led 
to remarks about arranging for a steam- 
whistle at the pin factory. 

Mr. Lockwood was inclined to think 
that tbe danger had been exaggerated, 
judging by the number that gathered in 
the Truck-house nightly, all of whom 
were aware of the alleged unsafe condi¬ 
tion of the tower. 

Mr. Beach said that the town's liabil¬ 
ity in case the lease was signed should 
be restricted. Tbe town should not be 
held liable for Injuries that might result 
to persons habitually In the rooms. 

Mr. Oakes expressed himself emphati¬ 
cally against assuming responsibility 
under the proposed lease. 

Mr. Rayner stated that he understood 
that the directions to the Fire Commit¬ 
tee to draw the lease Implied Its accept¬ 
ance by the Committee. Recourse to 
the minutes of the previous meeting 
araa had sad they appeared to bear out 
Mr. IUiyner's statement. 

Messrs Beach, Stout and Oakes assert¬ 
ed that they did not understand that to 
be the intention of tbe Committee at the 
time; as they understood It the Fire 
Committee was to prepare a document 
that was to be subjected to approval or 
rejection by the Committee. 

| Mr. Gilbert, who offered the motion in 
question, said that big motion had uot 
!>een put to the meeting by the Chair¬ 
man, but that tbe matter had simply 
been referred to the Fire Committee. 

Mr. Stout theu offered a motion that 
tbe matter be laid over until the special 
meeting next Monday. The motion was 
carried, Mosers. Rayner and Gilbert vot¬ 
ing nay.

And in¬ 
deed, the ladies had good cause to feel 
proud of their work, for the decorations 
and arrangements were all very beauti¬ 
ful and in the best of taste—all designed 
and executed by members of tbe society 
and ehnrch, and It was the opinion of all 
that no professional decorator could 
have done It better, if as well. 

Tbe original plan had been to conclude 
the fair on Tuesday night, but as the 
time drew near for closing it seemed a 
pity to stop so soon, and It was decided 
to open again on Friday, leaving the two 
days between for those who wished to 
do so to go to the Episcopal fair. 

So the chapel doors were again thrown 
open yesterday afternoon, and the fair 
waa concluded last sight at a late hour. 
It is Impossible to tell at this time just 
how much money the Indies will clear, 
but It la certain, judging by the way the 
various booths were patronized, that 
quite a handsome sum will be turned 
over to the Treasurer to be applied to 
the church debt. 

The first thing to catch the eye on en¬ 
tering was the pagoda-shaped flower 
booth In the centre of tbe room, hand¬ 
somely decorated with evergreens, grow¬ 
ing palms, rubber plants, Ac., and pre¬ 
sided over by Mrs. Woodman, assisted 
by several of the young ladies of the 
church. This booth was very much ad¬ 
mired by every body and was well patro¬ 
nized. Back of ths flower-booth, at the 
extreme end of the church, was the art- 
booth, a Grecian temple, designed by 
Miss Johnston, and preelded over by 
Mrs. Rudd, Miss Jar vie, Miss Lestrade, 
and several of the young ladies of the 
church dressed ss Greek maidens. This 
was undoubtedly tbe gem of the fair, 
and waa greeted with exclamations of 
great admiration by all, not only for tbe 
booth itself, but as well for the very 
beautiful articles on sale. The young 
ladles in this booth will undoubtedly 
give a good account of themselves when 
the final counting Is bad. 

On the left of the chapel near the door 
was ths apron table, with Mrs. Duffleld 
and others ln charge. * And how those 
aprons did sell! They went off ln blocks 
of five and ten like hot cakes, and were 
so eagerly purchased that the conclu¬ 
sions seemed invitable that the good 
people of Bloomfield must wait for West¬ 
minster fair time to come around before 
laying in their stock of aprons. Oppo¬ 
site this booth waa the fishing pond, w ith 
Miss Edith McDowell, Miss Olivia 
Nicbolls, and other young ladies dressed 
as flab maidens la charge. This booth 
waa well patronized by the younger visi¬ 
tors and waa a source of great enjoy¬ 
ment to them. 

Then there was a general utility booth 
in charge of Mrs. Duncan and others; 
china and tea and chocolate booths, iu 
charge of tbe King's Daughters, Mrs. 
Wlllltmson, Mrs. Kidder, Miss Dunnell, 
Miss Young, Mrs. F. H. Teall, and oth¬ 
ers of the circle, all dressed in white 
with purple ribbon and tbe silver croaa 
of the order, presenting a very pretty 
picture. They had on sale a pretty little 
book which waa something of a surprise 
to moat of those present. It had been 
prepared by Mrs. Pauli and presented to 
the King’s Daughter* to be sold by them 
and consisted of selections from recent 
sermons preached by the pastor, one for 
each day of the month, and called “Dally 
Readings for tbe King’s Daughters.” 
Tbe cover was designed by tbe Rev. Mr. 
Pauli, and was printed in purple on 
white, the King’s Daughters’ colors. 
They were sold very rapidly. A fruit 
booth In charge of Mla» Crawford, Miss 
Peele, and Mias Day; a stationery booth 
In charge of Mrs. White and others, and 
a candy booth In charge of Mrs. 8tout 
were all well patronized. Not by any 
means the least Important of tbe many 
attractive features of the fair was the 
dainty lunch served by the ladies dowu 
stairs ln the parlor. 

“Tbe old wonoan who lived In a shoe,” 
surrounded by her children (dolled, which 

She heartlessly sold to any who would 
buy, afforded much amusement lo young 
and old alike. Several children took 
turns ln personating the old woman, and 
all looked charming and got a deal of 
sport out of It. Dressed aa old women, 
with spectacles on nose, and a serious 
cast of countenance befitting the occa¬ 
sion, they did look “too cute for any 
use” as, squatted In the shoe, they offer¬ 
ed the dolls for sale. Taken as a whole, 

. the fair, as was anticipated, proved a - 
'great speceee in every'way.
